WASHINGTON. - Those who 
pass by the “folding room” in the 
Senate office building of late have 
seeq mountains of mail piled up 
outside. Week by week the mail 
has mounted. Every day post of­ 
fice trucks eat into the massive 
pile, 
but every 
day the human 
beavers inside the folding room 
replenish the pile outside. 
The activity of the folding room 
has overflowed into room 155 of 
the Senate office building, and al­ 
so into room 154. 
Still the work 
goes on. 
It is the greatest mail­ 
ing of Senate propaganda ever put 
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in the history of the U. S. Senate 
—a Senate which has seen a lot of 
mailings, by oratorical - minded 
senators who want their speeches 
read back home. 
Careful inquiry regarding 
this 
record mailing reveals some inter­ 
esting facts. 
Last July 27 Sen. Tom Martin, 
Republican of Iowa, gave a speech 
in defense of Secretary Benson 
and the Eisenhower 
administra­ 
tion on the farm problem. Nobody 
paid 
too much attention 
to the 
speech at the time. But apparent­ 
ly that speech was part of a care­ 
fully calculated plan to swamp the 
farm belt with literature just be­ 
fore election and that is Hie rea­ 
son for the unprecedented activ­ 
ity in the Senate folding room to­ 
day. 
For a total of 4,000,000 reprints 
of Senator Martin’s speech is be­ 
in*? mailed out to farmers. 
This is a lot of mail. To handle 
it, the folding room, which is the 
name given to the machinery set 
up 
for 
sending 
out 
senators’ 
speeches, has gone to a lot of ex­ 
tra expense. 
Extra sealing machines have 
been purchased. 
Forty extra em- 
; ployees have been hired. 
Extra 
I labor has been drafted from 
the 
government printing office. 
Ev­ 
ery possible piece of equipment is 
I being used on the job. The opera* 
1 Uon has been going on a 24-hour 
basis, with many employees paid 
time-and-a-half and double time. 
TAXPAYERS FOOT COST 
Spreading 
out 
into 
overflow 
space, 15 women have been work­ 
ing in room 155 folding copies of 
Senator Martin’s speech and stuff­ 
ing them into envelopes at $1.61 
an hour. In room 154 two men 
work in three-hour shifts around 
the clock bagging envelopes, also 
at $1.61 an hour. 
They are paid 
not by Senator Martin or the Re­ 
publican National committee, but 
by all the taxpayers. 
Careful checking as to the total 
cost 
of operation “Pacify 
The 
Farm ers” shows that it will cost 
the taxpayers $200,000. 
This, of 
course, comes out of the pockets 
of nonfarmers as veil as farmers 
and out of the pockets of Demo­ 
crats as well as Republicans. 
It 
is one of the biggest pieces of free 
political 
propaganda Len 
Hall’s 
I astute workers have been able to 
put across. 
On Senator Martin’s speech Is 
the nutation: “Not printed at gov­ 
ernment expense.” Strictly speak- 
! ing, this is true. 
But is is highly 
| misleading. 
While the speech it- 
I self is nrinled 
ii the verv ^heap 
I government rate and is paid for 
by the COP, it’s afterward that 
much of the cost begins. 
Stuffing and sealing the envel­ 
opes will cost around $80,000. Then 
there s a postage bill of $120,000. 
Though the speeches are mailed 
under Martin’s frank, the Senate 
has to reimburse the post office 
for the postage. This is required 
under 
a new law demanded by 
Postmaster General Summerfield 
and 
passed 
by the 
Republican 
Congress. 
Summerfield got tired 
of having the post office socked 
with the free franking bill of con­ 
gressmen and demanded that the 
post office be reimbursed So the 
Senate will have to send Summer­ 
field, who was former GOP na­ 
tional chairman, a check for $120,- 
OOO to take care of the propaganda 
bill of the pres rent GOP national 
chairman.

velopes, 
giving the

ed. 
This, however, only adda to 
the expense. 
“ CITIZENS” SIDE-LINED 
All is not beer and skittles in­ 
side 
the Republican 
command. 
Uke the Stevenson camp, it is 
experiencing dissension. 
Ifs not 
as 
stultifying, 
however, as the 
monkey 
wrenches 
thrown 
into 
Stevenson’s strategy board by his 
watchful 
law partner, 
William 
Wirtx. Len Hall is not one to per­ 
mit that kind of argument. 
What’s 
happening 
in the 
Re­ 
publican camp is that Citizens for 
Eisenhower, which bore the real

Head of the citizens is likable,

Kilpatrick,

den, he lacks the political know­

Herald Tribune staffer and direc­ 
tor ai publicity, has confused a 
friendship with Jim Hagerty with 
a mandate to be a David Char- 
nay.

I ’d gladly settle for lf or 18 
"One guy I met asked me if 
I ’m gonna

windup stuff next season. I looked 
at him and said, "W bat do you 


think? I haven’t lost a game since 
I started using it against the Red 
Sox three weeks ago.” 
Some baseball observers think 
Larsen may have started a new 
trend when he disdained a wind­ 
up and became the first pitcher 
in World Series history to hurl a 
perfect no-hit, no-run game in the 
fifth Series game against Brook 
lyn.

followed his feat has enabled him 
to meet such celebrities as Eliza­ 
beth Taylor, Bob Hope and Fran­ 
kie Laine among others, and he’s 
frank enough to admit he’s “en­ 
joying every minute of it.” 
Thus far his perfect game has 
paid off $15,000 in outside “ work” 
with the prospect he may more 
than double that figure this winter.
